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Radio Amateurs have been slow at times to accept change. 
It took several years to phase out spark transmissions 
favor of CW as a more efficient means of communicati: 
took several years for amateurs to accept amplitude 
modulation as a faster means of transmitting information, and 
several years for amateurs to accept single side band as an 
even more efficient and effective mode. 


And so it is with the requirement for Morse code 
proficiency. Over 30 other countries, several of which are 
major powers and accepted world leaders, have adopted forms 
of code free amateur licensing. Instead of adverse effect, 
according to the radio societies in these countries, the 
results have been positive. Many U, S. amateurs and that 


includes me, haye held to the past and have opposed no code 
licensing for reasons not always clear. 


My crystal ball portends that Morse code proficiency will 
in the foreseeable future continue to be required for those 
amateurs who expect to use CW. For years to come there 
will be some of us who will want to use and enjoy 
communicating with CW, But the crystal ball also suggests 
that in time, perhaps sooner than some may think, U. S. 
amateurs will generally accept the idea of code free licensing 
for operations in the VHF and UHF bands, where CW has not 
and probably may never be used as a primary mode for 
transmission. 


The position QCWA may take on no code licensing such as 
the ARRL Board of Directors has before it is not for me to 
say. I do km that QCWA is obligated by our Constitution 
to promote interest in eur radio communications and the 
advancement of the electronic art. Some of you will feel 
that a code free license would be in consonance with QCWA 
objectives and will support a no code proposal, Others still 
may not agree and may be inclined to think that such a 
license would ely affect the hobby and that it would 
not promote the electronic art. 


I hope each of you will think seriously about this matter 
and take time to express your views and reasoning to the 
QCWA Board of Directors.

HAM RADIO ALLOCATION TO BE EXAMINED 
BY GOVERNMENT OPERATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE 


On May 5, 1989, the Congress of the United States 
released notice that The Subcommittee on 
Government Information, Justice and Agriculture, 
would hold a hearing relative to the FCC decision to 
reallocate a portion of the Amateur 220-225 MHz 
band to the Land Mobile Service. Subject of the 
hearing would be determination as to whether or not 
the FCC in any way decided in advance that it would 
reduce ham radio frequencies and then pushed the 
decision through without proper review or evidence. 


This action by the Committee on Government 
Operations recognizes the appeals made by amateurs 
throughout the United States that the FCC did not 
permit proper evidence to be submitted before 
making its decision and that the decision process 
might have been marked by procedures not entirely 
in the sense of the law. 


QCWA members and other amateur organizations 
haye worked mightily to- get Congress to recognize 
the possibility of "greased skids" in favor of the 
Land Mobile Service - asking that the Committee do 
what it could to get the FCC to permit the ARRL 
the privilege of Oral Argument before the FCC, thus 
getting our story into the hands of the 
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EDITORS CORNER 


All who have worked 
so hard, writing, telegraphing, calling and otherwise 


Commissioners and the public. 


getting the Committee’s attention can now take 


heart. 


If the Amateurs have a case and, if the "skids 
were greased" now is our chance to get our story 
into the places where it will do some good. The 
Subcommittees hearing gives us the chance to prove 
that we are an important part of the Public Service 
sector, and if we do that, we will have done all that 
can be expected. The ARRL has prepared a good 
case and we have every confidence that their 
presentation will do all that can be done on behalf 
of the Amateur Service. 


The hearing was scheduled for May 11, 1989. We 
received notice of the hearing on May 7, 1989. A 
report will appear in a later edition of the Journal. 


Prologue: The hearing was conducted as announced 
and, on the 12th, we received some comments. It is 
apparent that our faith in the ARRL has been well 
placed. They made a fine presentation - the UPS 
group did not do too well and, the FCC seemed to 
be on the defensive. Mind now, we haven't 
overcome, we hayen’t gained anything except the 
fine opportunity to be heard. At this moment it 
looks like the hearing was just what we needed. 


There were unsupported rumors that UPS is giving 
consideration to other frequency segments such as, 
216-220 MHz - which is where they should be but, 
remember, the AMST group will go into orbit - not 
for good reason but, simply to try to keep that 
wasteful guard-band allocation of frequencies to 
protect CH-13 TV. The FCC cannot afford that 
wasteful luxury and now is the time to hope that the 
FCC will at long last terminate it. 


There may be other important straws in the wind- 
keep your eyes open and your ears likewise. Know 
that your support of the letter writing campaign to 
enlist support of your elected representatives in the 
House and Senate may not have done the job, but, to 
our way of thinking, those letters certainly made 
someone sit up and take notice - which is all that 
we have needed all along. There will be need for 
more such concerted action. | Remember too, in 
writing to our Congressmen, lay off technical 
matters, Congress must depend on the FCC for that 
phase. What we need is to enlist congressional aid 
to insure that we have a fair, unbiased hearing. If 
we have a good case, that’s all that is required. 
The QCWA HLR and the Sunday Afternoon 14347 net 
will be the place you will hear of any need. Watch 
for it, and maybe, just maybe, 220-222 will be saved! 


A final word - to those QCWA Officers and 
Directors who haye worked to get the word before 
the Committee - good job! Your efforts are 
appreciated by all members. To Arthur Kay, WS5APX, 
whose telephone bill is going to be so big it'll have 
to come in two envelopes, God Bless!

AUTHENTIC SO Ei F_ HISTORY OF RADAR 
AVAILABLE

"Dear Sir: I read with considerable interest the 
brief note on radar history. Extensive and accurate 
reports have been prepared by several agencies and 
those who are interested in the background of radar 
should look into this sources. 


To quote from Volume 1 of the Radiation 
Laboratory Series, Page 13. 

‘Successful pulse radar systems were developed 
independently in America, England, France and 


Germany during the latter 1930's.’ 


It was not until September, 1940 that the American 
and British laboratories combined their efforts as a 
result of an agreement between the two governments. 
The CXAM air search early warning search radar was 
installed on the USS New York in 1938. Twenty of 
these radars were installed and operating in the fleet 
before Pearl Harbor. I was the Radar Officer on the 
USS Lexington on her first sortie on December 13, 
1941. 


The early history of radar development during the 
early 1930's is covered in *History of 
Communications-Electronics in the United States 
Navy’, pages 443-467. A yery comprehensive and 
detailed review was prepared in 1981 by the Naval 
Research Laboratory with the title, "New EYE for 
the Navy: The origin of Radar at the Naval Research 
Laboratory.’ It also covers early radar development 
in the U.S. Army and Great Britain, page 137. An 
opening quote dispels any ideas of ’who invented’ 
radar. 


‘Introduction to Radar Systems’ by Skolnik, has a 
concise and accurate coverage of radar history on 
pages 8-12. Since the Bell Laboratories played such 
an important part in the development of microwave 
radar, their ponderous volume covers radar 
development in considerable detail in Chapter 2 of ’A 
History of Engineering and Science in the Bell 
system,’ Quoting from page 21: ‘It appears that the 
world’s first radar equipment was designed and 
constructed by the Naval Research Laboratory in 
1934..7 


In 1979, Louis A. Gebhard prepared a book which 
was published as NRL Report 8300. It is of great 
value as it was prepared by Dr. Gebhard who was 
truly a pioneer on the scene with over 64 years of 
Navy Service. 


I worked very closely, from 1936 until I retired 
from the Navy in 1956, with many of the people 
involved in these developments. The six volumes I 
refer to will provide a good background of early 
radar development. Reports from individuals, such as 


the one on Page 16, Vol. 38, No. 1, of the QCWA 
Journal, are often incomplete and inaccurate. As 
head of Search Radar Design in the Bureau of Ships;, 
I made a concerted effort to collect all of the 
historical data possible. 


One of the Ham publications reported that in spite 
of massive anti-submarine effort during WW-II, that 
we sank only 8 axis-submarines. The actual figure, 
according to records from both sides, was nearer 
800. The error was never retracted even though 
official records were provided."

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE 


A POSSIBLE CODEFREE LICENSE IN 
THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 


The President of the ARRL recently appointed a 
blue ribbon panel to make studies and to generate a 
report in the form of recommendations to be placed 
before the ARRL Board of Directors for their 
consideration of this matter. The Committee was 
made up of the following:

Shortly after April 1, 1989, the Committee completed 


its work and submitted a report to the League. The 

report is long and detailed. The following is a 

condensed yersion of the conclusions of the 

Committee: 

1. No licensee should lose any present privileges 

2... The present Technician (3A) pool is already 
being revised to correct shortcomings in its 
syllabus. The Committee feels this action is 
needed, and its completion is a foundation of 
our recommendations. The examination length 
for this element should be increased to 30 
questions to accommodate the slightly expanded 
syllabus 


3. The present Technician class will be renamed 
"Technician Plus". Each older of the present 
Technician class license on the date of 
implementation of this proposal by the FCC will 
become a "Technician Plus" 


4. A new class of license, called the "Technician", 
will be created. To obtain this license, an 
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applicant will be required to pass the present 
Novice (Element 2) and the revised Technician 
(Element 3A) written examinations. Both of 
these examinations must be administered 
through the Volunteer Examiner Program and 
credit will not be given for having passed 
Element 2 before Novice Examniners. 


5. For a Technician to become a Technician Plus, 
he or she need only pass the Novice Code 
(Element 1A) examination at five words per 
minute. This must also be done through the 
Volunteer Examiner Program 


6. The licensees of the new class should have 
distinctive callsigns. These would be 2 x 3s 
beginning with NA#AAA. Upon obtaining a 
Technician license, the first letter would change 
to "K" (or the appropriate 1 x 3 if the licensee 


requests). In practice, these licenses would 
Probably begin with NE#AAA to avoid 
duplications with suffixes already issued in the 
KA-KC series 


7. The new Technicians should have all privileges 
now allowed present Technicians above 30 MHz 
except in the two-meter band. On two meters, 
the new Technicians should have digital 
privileges only from 144.9 to 145.1 MHz. 


This report was provided by QCWA President, 
Leland Smith, WS5KL, a consultant to the Committee.

Unless one has been Rip Van Winklering it 
recently, it must be apparent that a push and shove 
to establish easier access to amateur licensing 
through no-code is more than in the wind. Already 
a few have asked, why is QCWA involved when we 


know that most members do not favor no-code 
licensing? Well first, it isn’t certain that most 
QCWA members either favor or oppose no-code 
licensing. And remember, the Committee report 


published herein is in the form of recommendations 
for the consideration of the Board of Directors of 
the ARRL. Looking at those who served, it is 
apparent that the entire spectrum of amateur radio 
was represented - good men who did impassionately 
study the pro’s and con’s and sort out the facts 
from the fancy - the report is not binding on anyone 
at this time. Let us congratulate our President for 
his work and the Committee for its report, then 
watch the progress of the proceeding. You will have 
opportunity to be heard through your ARRL Directors 
- be sure to keep yourself advised of what is 
happening and that your voice is among those heard 
with thoughts, plans and ideas.

Last issue we discussed operating on the Low Earth Orbit (LEO) 
satellites. This issue we will introduce operations on the high 
altitude elliptical orbit satellites, AMSAT OSCAR 10 (AQ-10) and 
AMSAT OSCAR 13 (AOQ-13). Due to their orbital characteristics, 
these satellites permit world wide, predictable, communications for 
approximately 8 to 10 hours per day per satellite. Equipment 
required for operation on these "Birds" is a bit more sophisticated, 
but the benefits are worth the additional equipment. Equipment 
can still take a "Ford" or “Cadillac” approach, 


Equipment Requirements 


Due to the increased distances involved, operation on these modes 
must be considered "weak signal" operation, The best analogy is 
that you are working an “HT” with a "Rubber Duck” that is 22,500 
miles away. Receive performance is of utmost importance. 
Directive antennas with at least 10-15 dB gain are required. 
Circular polarized antennas are desirable and the ability to switch 
between right-hand and left-hand circular polarization is desirable 
also, A means of positioning these antennas in both azimuth and 
elevation is necessary, but, due to the slow rates involved, the 
method used can be very simple including manual positioning. The 
antennas do not have to be high and as a matter of fact should be 
as close to the shack as possible to minimize feed line losses. 


For reception, a good GasFet pre-amplifier is required ahead of 
your receiver. Low loss feed line is required between your antenna 
and the receive pre-amplifier to minimize the receiver noise figure. 
The rest of the receiver can be a VHF or UHF multimode receiver 
or a good receive converter for the appropriate VHF or UHF band 
ahead of your HF receiver or transceiver, Like the LEO “Birds,” 
operation is primarily CW, and SSB; however, RTTY, SSTV, and 
PACKET techniques are also used. The key thing to remember 
about operating modes is that narrow bandwidth and low duty cycle 
modes are favored. Modes such as RTTY using FSK are tolerated 
since they only have one strike against them, FM is not tolerated 
since it is both wide bandwidth and high duty cycle. For 
transmission, a multimode transmitter for the appropriate band or a 
transmit converter for your HF rig is required. Power requirements 
are moderate, With an antenna in the 12 dB range, you will need 
up to 40 or SO watts output to guarantee access during all desirable 
operating time on the satellite. Many times you will only need 10 
watts. These power numbers assume a short run of good coax such 
as Belden 9913 or hard line. Remember, the uplink to these "Birds" 
is on 435 or 1269 mhz. so feed line loss is very important. Feed 
line that is acceptable at HF may not "cut the mustard” at UHF 
and Microwave frequencies. 


Separate receive and transmit equipment is necessary so that you 
can work full duplex. Working full duplex sounds complicated, but 
is really quite simple and is very helpful in determining exactly 
how good your signal sounds. You do not have to take anyone's 
word for it since you can be your own judge. Techniques for 
locating your uplink and downlink frequencies are the same as for 
the LEO "Birds." The frequency bands utilized will be different 
due to the different transponder modes on these spacecraft. One 
word of caution, be careful talking while listening to yourself. 
There can be up to 0.25 second delay in the reception of your own 
transmission. If you are not careful, I guarantee that an 
involuntary reaction will cause you to slur your speech enough to 
make people think that you are drunk. 


Keeping track of the satellite's position relative to your station is 
important since you need to aim your antennas in both azimuth and 
elevation. Prediction of this information is best done by your 
home computer. Graphic methods such as the OSCARLOCATOR 
work for these high altitude "Birds" but are not nearly as easy to 
use here as they are for the LEO “Birds." Software is available for 
nearly all popular home computers from AMSAT and other sources. 
Actually, if you once locate the satellite, the rate of movement is 
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so slow that you can successfully keep up with the motion by 
simply peaking the receive signal strength in your receiver by 
re-positioning the antennas periodically. Most of the time, an 
adjustment every 2-4 hours is sufficient. Even on a day to day 
basis, you can start each new day by pointing approximately the 
same place as yesterday but at a progressively later time (30 to 45 
minutes). This technique will work until the longer time cycle (10 
days for AOQ-13 and 19 days for AO-10) causes you to make a 
larger adjustment. Once the "Bird" is found, all you have to do is 
tweak up the signal strength by fine tuning the antenna pointing, 


AMSAT OSCAR 13 (AO-13) 


AO-13 was launched last June (1988) and has been active since 
ing its final orbital parameters in July. It is in a Molynia 
orbit with its orbital plane inclined 57 degrees to the plane of the 
Equator. Apogee (high point) is 36000 km. and Perigee (low point) 
is 2500 km. It makes slightly over 2 revolutions around the Earth 
each day. Since it does not make an integral multiple of orbits 
each day, it slowly drifts around the Earth. There are several 
different long term cycles that are noticeable, but the most 
important one occurs about every 10 days. This is the period of 
time it takes for the orbit to make a complete cycle from West of 
your QTH, past your QTH, through East, and back to West. During 
this 10 day period, you can communicate with virtually the entire 
world. Each day you can see approximately one-third of the world, 
but the one-third in view changes each day and repeats on the 10 
day cycle. On a much longer cycle, the latitude of apogee drifts 
from the Equator to 57 degrees North, back to the Equator, to 57 
degrees South, and finally back to the Equator again before 
repeating. This long term drift (measured in years) will cause the 
satellite to favor the Northern Hemisphere to a large degree over 
the next few years. When the latitude of Apogee gets to 57 
degrees North, we will not only see the orbit that favors our side 
of the Earth, but we will see a major part of the other pass as 
well by viewing over the North Pole. This is already starting to 
happen to some degree. 


The satellite is spin stabilized around its antenna pointing axis. To 
achieve best operation, the line of sight from the satellite to the 
Sun should be perpendicular to the spin axis and the spin axis 
should extend through the center of the Earth. It is not always 
possible to satisfy both of these conditions so a compromise 
attitude is chosen which will yield reasonable communications 
capability and at the same time keep the batteries charged. 


These factors along with the relative beam widths of the antennas 
on board determine which modes are enabled and the specific parts 
of the orbit for each mode. Attitude commands, mode schedule, 
bulletin information, etc. are uploaded by selected command stations 
into the satellite’s on board "Housekeeping" computer. From that 
point on, the satellite takes care of itself until it becomes 
necessary to change the instructions. An extensive amount of raw 
telemetry data is sent down over the satellite beacon to be 
processed on the ground for determination of the health and 
welfare of the Satellite. This data is available to anyone who has 
de-coding capability for the 400 baud PSK telemetry information, 
Processing this di makes an interesting alternative activity to 
just talking through the satellite. Enough of this "gobbledegook," 
how do you talk through the "Bird?" There are currently five 
modes of operation available through the transponders, All of the 
transponders are linear, inverting transponders. The inversion is 
done for mixing convenience and to minimize the net Doppler shift 
through the transponder. The inversion means two things; (1) An 
increase in uplink frequency will result in a decrease in downlink 
frequency. (2) A lower sideband signal in the uplink will become 
an upper sideband signal in the downlink, The first four modes 
are:

The beacon for each mode carries valuable information for use of 
the satellite. In Mode B, the beacon transmits CW on the hour and 
the half hour. It transmits RTTY at quarter past and quarter 
before the hour. In between the CW and RTTY transmissions, the 
beacon transmits an extended set of information at 400 baud PSK. 
In modes J, L, and S, the beacon transmits RTTY every quarter 
hour with 400 baud PSK in between each RTTY transmission. 


Mode $ has the narrowest beam antennas so it is scheduled on for 
a short period of time each orbit when the antenna axis is most 
nearly pointed at the Earth. Modes J and L are scheduled on 
simultaneously and occupy approximately two hours of each orbit 
when antenna pointing favors the 1269 mhz. antenna beamwidth. 
Mode B has the widest antenna beamwidths so it is scheduled 
during the remainder of the orbit. Mode B thus is on for the 
longest period of time and is currently the most popular mode. 
Mode B also presents the least stringent equipment requirements. 
Mode J ground equipment requirements are just the reverse of 
Mode B, but on the satellite it shares the downlink transmitter 
with Mode L; therefore, it is only scheduled with Mode L. As time 
goes on, Mode L is becoming more popular due to its much wider 
bandwidth and quieter downlink band, The fifth mode is OFF and 
is commanded when the satellite is in Eclipse to prolong battery 
life, 


Depending upon equipment available at your QTH you pick your 
modes and take your chances. The Mode is scheduled by orbital 
phase and this schedule is published through several AMSAT 
sources, On some tracking programs this mode schedule can be 
loaded into the program to automatically advise you of the current 
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B. It’s mode characteristics follow: 


Mode Downlink 


Beacon 


Uplink

The Mode B beacon is currently a steady carrier with no other 
modulation, Power management is the same as for AO-13. If you 
notice any “FM-ing" of the downlink, cease using the satellite and 
let it's batteries recharge. Lets hope that this operation continues 
for several more years. 


Conclusion 


Many hours of operating enjoyment are available through these 
“high altitude Birds." World wide DX at VHF, UHF, and Microwave 
frequencies is available in a friendly relaxed atmosphere where 
people are willing to carry on lasting QSOs across international 
boundaries. Technical achievement awards are available for 
accomplishments earned through use of the "Birds," Unique 
opportunities exist for simultaneous coverage of all areas within 
parts of four continents without any gaps or "skip" zones. A very 
good, simple dissertation on all facets of station construction and 
operation is now available in "A Beginners Guide to OSCAR 13" by 
Keith Berglund, WBSZDP. This book ig available through AMSAT at

current mode. After mode determination, you then pick a downlink 
frequency, subtract it from the passband conversion constant (581.4 
for Mode B) and set the resultant uplink frequency in your uplink 


This is the third installment of information prepared by Keith for 
QCWA, I hope that you haye all been reading the material and, by 
all means placing the copies of your Journal where they will be 
easy to find. These articles have all the earmarks of becoming a 
reference trove for those who are interested in, or who are 


VFO. While transmitting, tune the receiver around the predicted 
frequency to locate your own uplink. The difference between the 
selected downlink and the resultant downlink is the doppler (and 
calibration) correction necessary to predict your exact uplink vrs. 
downlink relationship. With a little practice, this operation becomes 
almost automatic so don’t let it scare you. Once you have located 
yourself and have established a contact, the convention is to adjust 
your uplink to maintain a constant downlink. A few words should 
be said about power. First and foremost, DON'T BE AN 
ALLIGATOR. Listen to the downlink beacon and adjust your uplink 
power so that your downlink is no stronger than the downlink 
beacon. Strict adherence to this practice will result in a fair 
sharing of the available downlink power. If you are an ALLIGATOR, 
the satellite will AGC such that your signal will be the only one 
left in the passband and everyone else will know who the 
ALLIGATOR is. 


AMSAT OSCAR 10 (AOQ-10) 


AO-10 was launched in June of 1983 and has now been in service 
for six years. Initially it's capabilities were much the same as 
AO-13 with a few exceptions. It only had Modes B and L. Mode L 
had a downlink power problem and the orbital inclination was only 
AO-13 and it yielded many hours of operation (and a lot of DX) 
for many users. 


About two years ago, AO-10's Housekeeping Computer developed a 
bad case of Amnesia due to a heavy dose of radiation. Since that 
time, we have not had control over the satellite attitude and mode. 
Fortunately, the RF end of the "Bird" and the DC end have 
remained in good shape. Many contacts are. still being made 
through it's Mode B transponder when Sun angles are favorable to 
keep it's batteries charged. At other times the satellite goes 
dormant. Thus far, it has always returned to life when the Sun 
angles again become favorable. It continues to provide valuable 
supplemental communications to those provided by AO-13. 
Procedures for use are identical 10 those employed on AO-13 Mode

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THE OLD WIRELESS STATION 
AT CAPE HENLOPEN, DELAWARE

In 1918 I purchased from a Lewes, Delaware 
physician a spark coil with a motor-driven 
interrupter together with four Leyden Jars. The 
physician told me it came from the wireless station 
at Cape Henlopen. He used it to supply the voltage 
to his X-ray tube, 


I used this equipment as my amateur wireless 
transmitter as long as it was legal. With the 
development of modern wireless telegraphy the spark 
coil type of transmission became illegal. 


The base of the unit measured 28" x 34" and was 
well made of hand rubbed cherry and weighed nearly 
200 pounds. There were two secondaries in the rear, 
each measuring about fourteen inches long and 
fourteen inches in diameter. They were covered with 
black bakelite with the words "Queen & Co., 
Philadelphia” engraved on each side. They were 
“pie-wound” in rosin using about number 36 silk 
covered wire, On each end was a large “smoke 
stack" used to hold the wires between which the 
spark jumped. 


In front of the unit was the motor-driven 
interrupter with its rheostat speed control and an 
extremely large eight-tapped condenser which was 
connected across the interrupter points. The primary 
was an open core made of small straight iron wires 
three feet long and one turn of number three copper 
wire. 


When about 1,000 watts of lamps were placed in 
series with the primary, one could obtain a two-inch 
spark across the gap with the Leyden jars in a 
series-parallel arrangement. One did not have to use 
the interrupter for operation. 120 volts AC would 
suffice to produce the large spark.

THE OLD COIL & STATION HISTORY 


In 1922 while working with General Electric in 
Schenectady, New York, I met Charles Anderson, 
Chief, USN, Retired. He had been the Chief in 
Charge at Cape Henlopen Wireless Station. Also at 
the station was Harry Martx and another man by the 
name of Surrius Montcalm. Montcalm had married a 
Lewes, Delaware girl and was later transferred to 
China. His wife did not accompany him overseas, 


Chief Anderson was able to accurately describe my 
old spark coil transmitter from memory. He related 
how it had been built by Queen & Company of 
Philadelphia for the Chinese government about 1898. 
He was unable to explain how the U. S. Navy came 
to obtain it for use at Cape Henlopen Wireless 
station. In 1972, Surrius Montcalm came to my home 
and saw the old transmitter. At this time he was 
eighty years old and of failing memory. He said he 
could not remember seeing the unit before. 


Today I am still searching for someone who might 
recall the old wireless station. Its location is 
designated on a 1910 edition of U.S.C.G.S. Chart No. 
379 and, I have pictures of the old station taken 
about 1910. It was rumored that the facility had 
been a commercial wireless telegraph station at one 
time but I can find nothing to substantiate that 
belief. 


When the building was abandoned as a wireless 
Station about 1912, it was occupied by a German 
artist who was suspected of being a German spy. 
Eventually, around 1917, we was evicted. In 1918 
and 1919 I was stationed there. Chief Anderson told 
me it had been a “distance-finding" station with 
navigational horns operated by steam. During the 
years I was there it was not used as such, although 
there were large square holes which may have been 
sued for the horns. Just after I left the station it 
was converted into a radio compass station and a 
few years later the old building was again abandoned 
and a new compass station was constructed about 
one-half mile northwest of the original site. 


I have been able to find that in 1908 the call sign 
was "PX", the power was 3000 watts and the system 
was "MASSIE", The wavelength used was 475, 490 
and 625 meters and the aerial was 150 feet long. In 
1910 the call sign was changed to "NAJ", using the 
wavelength 600 meters and the same 3000 watts of 
power. In 1919 the call sign was changed for a final 
time to "NSD". 


When I used the old spark transmitter for amateur 
use, I used a conventional gap together with brass 
ribbon and flat wound helices.

son, James G. Horn were saved and turned over to 
his life-long friend, E Hill, W3FEG, who put them 
together and finished to record of the old Wireless 
station. ... .

36-gauge secondary wires. I assisted W3PM in these 
repairs. Repairs were made and the coil tested. 
(What a bang) - the unit was delivered to the 
Maritime Museum in The Cannonball House, Lewes, 
Delaware. At the museum we gave a demonstration, 
however the “audio shock" to those both inside and 
outside the museum resulted in the curator, Henry 
Marshall, declaring there would be no more 
demonstrations.

A WORD PICTURE OF LONG AGO

Although I have only recently become a member of 
QCWA. I operated 40 kW and 60 kW transmitters for 
RCA and AT&T in the late twenties. I have been a 
ham for 62 years and haye a story that might be 
interesting. 


It was nearly 60 years ago - my friend, Roscoe 
Johnson, W9ABD, was in charge of the wire services 
for United Press for the whole midwest basin. He 
mentioned that McMillan was going to the North 
Pole on the Bowdoin and that he would like to be 
able to work that expedition, So I built him a new 
amplifier and tuned a dipole to the lower edge of 
twenty meters. When the Bowdoin arrived under the 
polar ice cap, W9ABD had the best signal from the 
Chicago area and Roscoe handled the traffic for that 
area from the crew of the Bowdoin. 


On night close to midnight, while waiting for the 
Bowdoin to transmit, he heard another signal on the 
frequency that the Bowdoin used and it was tuning 
up. Now I have to digress and tell you that on that 
morning, the Chicago Tribune had a_ headline 
announcing that "Anne and Lindy lost". The 
Lindberghs were on their way to ‘Japan, financed by 
a major airline. Then Roscoe heard the new signal 
say "This is the Lindbergh Expedition. We are down 
in Alberta making repairs and will go on to Alaska 
tomorrow." Roscoe turned to my friend John Larson, 
who Worked for NBC and who happened to be 
visiting Roscoe that eyening and said, "I'll toss you 
for it to see if UP or NBC gets it." They finally 
agreed that Roscoe would lay it on the copy desk of 
the Chicago Daily News for a flash edition and then 
NBC would put it on the network, which was done. 
The commercial airline that financed the Lindberghs 
announced that the Chicago amateur was a fraud and 
if they couldn’t hear the Lindberghs with their 
powerful equipment, how could the amateur hear 
them?" As Roscoe reported to the newspaper, the 
Lindberghs arrived in Alaska the following day. 


When the Lindberghs arrived back in the States, 
Roscoe wrote to Anne, who as the radio operator for 
the expedition and asked for a transcript of her log 
of the date when they were down in Alberta. When 
Roscoe received it, he wrote to the commercial 
airline that said he was a fraud and demanded an 
apology in writing or there would be a lawsuit. He 
got the apology from a top executive which he 
framed and hung on the wall of his shack as his 
proudest document. 
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CHANCE MEETING TRIGGERS MEMORIES! 


I was standing on the overhead 
bridge which takes "old 24" 
through the main street of 
Waterford and over the Nanticoke 
Creek and the double-track C.N.R 


lines which run from 
Windsor/Detroit to Fort

I did not know, came along and 
we watched the kingfishers plunge 
determinedly for one of the few 
fish left in the now polluted mill- 
pond, 


I've always had a _ curiosity 
about people I meet, and this lady, 
Mrs. K. Sarafinchin, said she was 
from “near Canora, Sask." Canora! 
This triggered a dormant thread of 
recollection in my mind -- yes, 
Canora = was one of the 
communities which had one of the 
rare amateur broadcasting stations 
that existed in the period 1923 to 
1935 uniquely in Canada. I must 
have seemed absent-minded or 
even stunned to this lady as these 
thoughts ran through my mind and 
shut out the outside world 
temporarily -- then, I hastily 
asked if she had any present 
connection with Canora, and she 
volunteered to give me a non- 


current copy of the "Canora 
Courier". 
Seeing the feature from 


Canora’s past on the Meadowdale 
Rural Telephone Company of 1918, 
gave me the feeling that asking 
for information from the 1920's 
and 30’s wasn’t the impossible 
dream after all. 

Canada, through its issuing 
authority, the Department of the 
Naval Service and later the Dept. 
of Marine and Fisheries, issued in 
those years a category of license 
called “amateur broadcasting 
station". These were expected to 
have a maximum radius of service 
of 25 miles and used low. powers 
ranging from 5 to 25 watts. They 
all operated on a wavelength of 
250 meters (about 1200 kHz). The 
fee for such a license was $5 in 
1923-24, rising to $10 in the 1925- 
The 


1936 period. call signs, 
unlike those of three or four 
letters for the commercial 
broadcast stations consisted of 


Canada's "VE" prefix followed by 
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the numeral 10 plus two letters. 
Since this combination became 
quite long (e.g. VEIOAA) the 
stations invariably called 
themselves "ten "whatever". 
Canora was given 10BU. 


The earliest reference I have 
been able to find on 10BU is in 
the DeForest Crosley Limited list 
of Canadian broadcast stations of 
1931. Curiously, some American 
publications show 10BU variously 
in Concord, Sask and, even in 
Kenora, Ont. From all references 
I have been able to find, 10BU 
existed from 1931-34, It was 
operated by the Canora Radio 
Association at Railway Avenue 
East, with 15 watts of power. 


My research indicates that the 
maximum number of such stations 
licensed over the years was 54, 
The maximum number in operation 
in any one year was 23, in 1927. 


Other Saskatchewan entries were 
10AT at Unity, which became 
CHSC in 1924; 10BI at Prince 
Albert, which became CKBI, in 
1934; and I0AB at Moose Jaw, 
which became CHAB in 1934. Also 
licensed in 1922 was 10AF at 
Saskatoon, with no _ further 
information yet found.

"Some time ago I mentioned 
receiving a booklet titled "40

40 YEARS OF HF MOBILEERING -- A COMPENDIUM 
Reviewed by Gene Williamson, K7DBV 


Every so often there comes along a volume so 
remarkable, so one- of-a-kind, that this reviewer can 
only recommend: if you should buy just one ham 
book this year, make it W6AAQ’s. Don Johnson’s 
self-published labor of love -- "40 Years of HF 
Mobileering -- A Compendium" -- is nothing less 
than a dazzling detour back through four decades of 
time. If you were on the air July 15, 1948 -- the 
very first day American hams were permitted to 
operate mobile on 80, 40, and 20 -- reading this 
book will make you young again. (As young as you 
were in 1948, that is!) 


Remember the California Bay Area 3995 Mobileers? 
How about current loop antennas? Air wound coils, 
"zee" matches, dynamotors . Carter modulation, 
the Gonset Super-6, Webster Band-spanners? You'll 
find them all in this book . . . and more. Sprinkled 
through the 115 pages of the First Edition are 
numerous magazine reprints: a full-page ad for the 
Eico 753, ditto the KWM-1; Wayne Green’s review of 
the Gonset G-66; ads for the PMR- 7, Master Mobile 
Mounts, Multiphase exciters and amplifiers. You'll 
certainly want to re-read articles on auto-tuning 
mobile antenna matching systems from QST and CQ 
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-- and rediscover the "Weird 2 Band Mobile Antenna" 
Don wrote up in the October 1976 issue of 73 
Magazine. 


There’s plenty of useful information for mobiling into 
the 1990s, as well: Installing rig and antennas, 
stringing cables, battery connections. You'll find 
valuable hints on antenna mounts and masts, 
choosing the right coax, and hamming in RVs -- 
mobile or parked. Plus, for the forgetful, Don’s 
included a truly delightful cycles-to-Hertz conversion 
chart you won’t want to be without. 


Captivating, fascinating, spellbinding . . . I've worn 
out my thesaurus finding adjectives to describe this 
book. My thanks to the ever-vigilant Jim Walsh, 
W7LYN for recommending it to me -- and for signing 
up Don as a QCWA member! I can’t imagine any 
long-time ham not thrilling to the incredible 
nostalgia (and knowledge) contained in this unique 
volume.

Our spring meeting was held April 1 at the 
Officer's Club, March AFB. Forty-three members 
and guests attended including National Vice President 
Hugh Winter, WSHD and his charming bride, Dorothy. 
After a relaxing lunch, a bit of small talk and the 
usual announcements, President Walt Joos, W6EKM, 
introduced Hugh Winter, speaker of the day, who 
brought us the spark sounds of yesteryear. It was 
an education for the younger members who had never 
heard the sound of spark transmission and brought a 
bit of nostalgia to some of our older members. By 
way of a recorded tape Hugh reproduced the sounds 
of the various spark devices and narrated their 
development. It was all there except the odor of 
ozone, The development of spark devices came along 
rapidly after Marconi’s first successful wireless 
telegraphy in 1895 over a distance of approximately 
one mile. The spark coil with a straight gap was 
followed by the much more powerful high-voltage 
transformer to supply the energy. Next, the rotary 
gap with its much sharper signal allowed 2 or 3 
stations to be on the "200 meter" band at one time. 
These non-synchronous gap machines had a 
distinctive tone in the range of 200-1500 Hz, 
depending on how fast the rotor was turning and 
how many sparking electrodes they had. Finally, the 
ultimate arrived, a synchronous gap type machine in 
which the number of electrodes and rotor speed were 
adjusted to fire at the same relative point in the 
supply cycle. 


On January 17, 1921, in the first post WW-I 
attempt, a message was transmitted round trip from 
the east coast to the west coast by amateur relay 
stations in only 6 1/2 minutes. Wireless telegraphy 
by amateurs was demonstrated! 


Hugh received both the amateur and commercial 
licenses in 1930 and was a police and broadcast 
operator in Minnesota during the 1930’s He was in 
the U.S. Air Force from 1942 to 1968 and was a 
consulting engineer from the time of discharge until 
1972. He was a professor at the University of New 
Mexico at Albuquerque in the 1970's and early ‘80's. 
He has been fully retired since 1983, but has been 
active with local and national organizations. 


Authors Note: Wireless telegraphy was necessarily 
preceded by several interesting developments. In 
1819 Hans Christian Oersted (1777-1851) observed, by 
using a magnetized needle, that a magnetic field was 
set up by the flow of current through a conductor 


and that the field was at right angles to the 
conductor. This fundamental relationship between 
electricity and magnetism was essential to the 


development of the theoryl of electromagnetic 


radiation, Michael Faraday (1791-1867) carried 
Oersted’s work further. In 1831 he plotted the 
magnetic field of a current carrying conductor, 
discovered electromagnetic induction and 
demonstrated the induction of one electric current by 
another. Next, James Clerk Maxwell (1831-1879) 
expanded Faraday’s work. He studied the properties 
of electromagnetic radiation and concluded that light 
waves are electromagnetic phenomena. He. published 
his work "Treatise on Electricity. and Magnetism". in 
1873. Next, Heinrich Rudolph Hertz (1857-1894) 
conducted a series of experiments which clarified and 
expanded Maxwell's theory. He demonstrated, by 
means of the spark of an induction coil, that 
electricity can be transmitted in electric waves. He 
thus led the way to the development of wireless 
telegraphy and radio. Marchese Guglielmo Marconi 
(1874-1937) put it all together by inverting the first 
practical radio signalling system. He succeeded in 
transmitting over a distance of 1 mile, in 1895, 
across the English Channel in 1889 and across the 
Atlantic in 1901. His system was improved rapidly. 
A transatlantic wireless telegraph service was 
established for public use in 1907. Sometime in this 
era entered the radio amateurs and the now senior 
members of QCWA.
